Give Feet Same Care You Devote 


to Hands 


The same care you take of your 


hands should be extended to your feet. 
Unfortunately, however, the vanity 
that is in most people allows only for 
the appearance of their • shoes, and 
stops short of the comfort and health 
of. their feet. 
. Yet there is plenty of evidence that 
suitable exercise and proper care of 
the feet, not to mention properly fit- 
ting shoes, will add greatly to the 
comfort and satisfaction of ordinary 
living. 


Shoes that do not fit well tend to 


leave an impression, on the feet in the 
shape of a corn, a bunion, a broken 
arch, or just painful, tired feet. 
, To prevent souch failure of the feet, 
therefore, you should first see that 


i you select shoes of the right size, then 
that they do not hold the feet in an 
awkward positions, and finally that the 
toes are sufficiently broad, the heels 
sufficiently low and the arches prop- 
erly reinforced to render the feet suit- 
able for their chief purpose in life. 
That is, to bear the v-eight of the 
body and to permit satisfactory walk- 
ing. 


Unfortunately, too many shoe man- 


ufacturers offer for sale what they 
call "health shoes" which probably 
are built along the right lines, but 
which present such a clumsy appear- 
ance that few people 
who require 


them, can be induced to wear them. 


On the.other hand, many manufac- 


turers now make shoes on good lasts, 
which are correct in shape and form 
and which also have a nice appear- 
ance. 


But to combat the vanity that causes 


people all sorts of foot trouble, it is 
reported that a popular "healer" of 
the day "cures" the. feet of such per- 
sons by prescribing shoes that are a 
half size longer and wider than those 
has clients have been wearing. 
. I do not know of any pain that is so 
fatiguing and distressing as the pain 
of Uncomfortable feet. The best relief 
for that pain is to get shoes that are 
right. 


Further to relieve the pain from the 


misfit shoes, try elevating the feet 
long enough to permit the force of 
gravity to lessen the amount of blood 
and swelling in them. 


Another good remedy is the use of 


Alternate hot and cold baths of a few 
minutes each. These baths 
tend to 


stimulate the circulation and to add 
tone to the tissues.

Inflation Spurs Slocks 


But oddly enough while the trend 


of business activity has been down, 
the trend of business activity has been 
down, the trend of security prices has 
been distinctly up. Fifty stocks which 
a year ago were priced at an average 
of 77.2 were recently priced at 98.62. 
This rise has taken place since March. 
From January to March the market 
sagged. But since March it has gone 
up steadily 


The stock market went up, despite 


the decline in business activity, simply 
because the investing and speculating 
public has become convinced that a 
certain degree of inflation is inevita- 
ble. There has 
been, 
therefore, a 


steady movement of funds into com- 
mon stocks ever since the 
agitation 


about the Patman bill touched off the 
inflationary scare. 


Thus, to sum up, business has been 


rocking along there last 18 months 
within a narrow range and around 
about the same level. It is a little bet- 
ter than it was, though tending down. 
But it exhibits no dynamic energy as 
yet. No new industries appear. There 
have been no exceptional spurts any- 


wheio save In the automobile Indus- 
try Construction still is the laggard 
In fact every part of the capital goods 
industry remains inert. Clearly some- 
thing has happened to make business 
better than 1933 or 1934. The down- 
ward spiral of 1931 to 1933 has been ( 
checked. There has been a lift. 
But 


il has not been a tremendous lift and 
much distance remains to be traveled 
before we can say recovery has been 
reached.

Tluit is. n 


larger number of factors—production 
of steel, coal, electric power, autos, 
lumber, cement, transportation, trade, 
bank clearings, etc.—are lumped to- 
gether and averaged according to rules 
laid down by statisticians. Then busi- 
ness nl a given period which is con- 
sidered normal, is called 100—a meas- 
urinM index number of 100. Thereafter 
we ciin express the rise or fall by fig- 
ures lower or higher than that 100. 
Many such numbers are compiled by 
various statisticians. 
Each 
chooses 


his own factors. Hence 
the 
result 


yielded by any given index number 
will vary according to the factors in- 
cluded by the statistician. Frequently 
wide differences occur between them. 
But as to the general trend as out- 
lined above most of the index num- 
bers agree. 


If we consider business from 1923 to 


1!)25 as normal and 100, then at the 
beginning of 1934 it was 68 and at tbe 
beginning of 1935 it was 74. At the 
end "f June, 1934—this time last year— 
it was 75.

sales tax act to eliminate exemptions 
.which are causing most criticism those

Senator Thompson said there was no 


\need for an immediate 
session as 


jtinds from the sales tax proceeds will 
not be available in any large degree 
before fall and could be appropriated 
for welfare work then. 


Several said that what they were 


afraid of was that the governor would 
call the lawmakers into session to 
amend th° bill and that its foes would 
seize upon the opportunity to launch 
an attack to repeal the entire measure.
